by monopolies and cartels. The 
CCF is free to work in the inter- 
ests of the people because it has 

steadily refused to accept dona- 
tions from corporations- 

As a veteran, market garden- 
er and the CCF candidate in 
York North, I regard a genuine 
housing program, such as the one 
advocated by the CCF, to be es- 
sential- Many veterans are pay- 
ing as much as $50 a month for 
the rent of a single room into 
which they must crowd their 
families. At the same time un- 
necessary building and luxury 
construction proceed on every

Other aspects of the CCF first 
term program are patterned 
upon the achievements of the 
CCF government in Saskatche- 
wan which has gained an out-

In these busy distracting days 
when so much is happening in 

far off international fields, we 
have a tendency to belittle and 
overlook the urgent requirements 
of affairs closer at home. Be- 
cause of these wider and deeper 
distractions certain people who 
are governed by an innate sel- 
fishness are doing their best to 
take advantage of this distraction 
and assail our privileges and 
freedoms by taking upon them-

This is what has been hap- 
pening in Ontario during the past 
two years. At the last provincial 
/•lection we heard much of the

evasions of the Drew promises 
that have worked to the total 
disregard for the desires and 
expectations of the people and 
have promoted the political am- 
bitions of the few. ■ • .

The Progressive Conservative campaign posters ad- 
vise! "Keep Ontario strong. Vote Progressive Con- 
servative." This is indeed a provocative statement. 
Does it mean the numerical strength in the legislature 
Which enables the government to break promises and ignore 
with impunity the needs of the people? That is what the 
Drew regime has done. It promises, for example, increases 
in old age pensions-and then attaches the disgusting proviso 
;that the increases ranging up to $10 will be paid in proportion 
to proven need. The miserly interpretation the provincial 
government puts, upon- that, proviso is quite evident in the 
paucity of payment: 1.965 pensioners had received the full 
increase at the middle of April, 5,000 had been allowed a 
supplement of less than $10, and the remaining 82 percent had 
received nothing at .all 

Or does this campaign slogan refer only to the numerical 
strength to force through the legislative house, with little 
regard for other's opinions, legislation which has been ob- 
noxious to a large percentage of the people. We mean the 
cocktail bar legislation. Or does this slogan refer simply to 
the supreme egotism of a parly which, while professing a most 
solemn respect for democratic processes, ignores those same 
principles to the extent that when asked to outline its policy 
on the liquor issue, it replies with evasions. 

We refer to the request of the Ontario Temperance Feder- 
ation to the three parties that they outline their policies with 
respect to the liquor issue in Ontario. Both Liberal and CC* 
parties answered with excerpts from their platforms which 
dealt with this topic. Premier Drew's office replied simply 
that the communication had been received and would be placed 
before the premier at the "very earliest opportunity". That 
was on April 23. Last week, the Toronto Daily Star carried 
a news story on the Temperance communication and the three 
replies. Premier Drew still hasn't answered it at the lime of 
this writing.

Premier Drew called an election on June 7 because, 
he said, the . importance of the proposal to change the 
25-eyclb "island" in southern Ontario to «0 cycles was so 
great that the |>eople of the province should have an 

opportunity to express approval or disapproval of it But 
lias excuse was obviously false. No one disagreed with the need 
for the change-over. The house had unanimously approved 
the proposal, there was nothing in what Premier Drew pro- 
posed as an issue for a general election and the public was 
quick to see that the hydro change-over was only an excuse 
to cover up the real reason for the election— the political am-. 
Iiition of the Progressive Conservative party and specifically 
that of its provincial leader who fancies himself the bud- 
ding Messiah who will lead the federal party out of the wild* 
erness of John Bracken's leadership. 

So what was to have been an election fought on a winning 
issue of the government's choice has gotten out of hand. 
There will' bo little thought of the hydro change-over when 
Ontario goes to the polls. But there will be a deep concern 
with the record of the Drew regime and on that record, there 
are the infamous 22 points and the manner in which they 
were not kept. Premier Drew asserts that the 22-point pro* 
gram on which he was elected was carried out. He clings to 
the assertion with the tenacity of a drowning man clutching 
to a bit of driftwood tossed his way by the sea. He offers 
nothing except a remarkable adeptness with epithets for his 
critics. But what does the record aay? 

Pledge eight of the 22 points said that "An Ontario housing 
commission will be created to plan a great housing program 
throughout the province." And where are the houses? 

Pledge 13 promised that "The Hydro Electric Power Com- 
mission of Ontario will be removed from political control". 
And how has Premier Drew gone about observing this pledge? 
By the appointment of Robert Saunders, George II- Challies 
and Robert Strike, all three of them dyed-in-wool Conserva- 
tives.

Pledge four promised that "farming will be organized in 
t^very county under committees of outstanding farmers who 
will be given authority to plan production and regulate the 
processing and distribution of their output". And pledge 
seven said "Our vast forest resources . . . will be placed under 
the control of an Ontario Forests resources commission which 
will operate under long-term policies of conservation, refor- 
estation and soil control. Instead of aiding the fanner, the 
Drew regime torpedoed the milk control board.

Those are the commitments that the Progressive Conserv- 
ative government assumed when they went Into office.

He said 
there had been a dispute about 
hats in the beverage room .a 
short time before the incident. 

Two witnesses. . J. W. Doyle 
and C. Godfrey, Roche's Point, 
said they saw Arnold struck by 
Russell Beaudrca. Doyle testi- 
fied that he saw Beaudrea strike 
first. He said that the hotel 
proprietor warned. that two men, 
Russell and Howard Beaudrca, 
were "laying for Arnold'* boforo 
they left the hotel. 

The accused said that he met 
Arnold outside the hotel and 

wanted to straighten out the re* 

marks that had been made to 
him in the hotel. Ho said that 
ho did not remember hitting 
Arnold. l, l may havo shoved 
him, but after I was hit by Ar- 
nold, I don't remember any- 
thing." He said that he thought 
ho was hit by a beer bottle. 

Constable Jack Lawrence 
spoke on behalf of Beaudrca, 
that he was the accused's N-C.O. 
in the same regiment In Italy 
and that he had a. good record. 
Doyle and Godfrey waived wit- 
ness fees and the accused paid 
§3.75 in court costs. 

The same charge against How- 
ard Beaudrca, a brother, was dis- 
missed on the grounds there was 
no evidence that he laid hands on 
Arnold. 

Seven truck drivers appeared 
in court, each with a summons 
on the charge of overloading. 
Six had been on the same lob 
hauling gravel near Aurora for 
the department of highways. 
They claimed that their bucks 
wore weighed after thoy left the 
gravel pit and that Iho situation 
did not allow them to drive back 
and unload part of the gravel and 
there was no place to put It ex- 
cept the pit. Magistrate Hollm- 
rnke said that ho would send a 
letter to the department about 
the problem,

each pleaded guilty and paid 
$11.75 for illegal possession of 
liquor in cars.

Other desirable plants are of 
free and graceful habit, produc- 
ing much branched stems and 
marvellously free flowering, such 
as nttbrctia, gypsophlta ropcris 

Then in 
the rock garden can be used 
many of the daintiest and most 
delicately beautiful of hardv 
Plants, the interesting dwarf. °P C " t porous 1 * UI 
creeping perennials for carpet- ™f* moisture 
In* hare spots over the dwarf JS^i" °5. 
bulbs, which flower early and 
pass on. leaving vacant patches. 
Again there are distinct species 
which have attracted much at- 
tention by their unique habit of 
growth, their florlferousness and 
lateness of flowering. Cushion- 
like plants, two and a half feet 
across, producing a mass effect of 
brilliant flowers in great profus- 
ion, make the rockery an unex- 
celled picture in spring and sum- 
mer, 

Tncro are many indispensable 
perennials which can be planted 
satisfactorily only In n rock car- 
don. Noble In their wonderful 
foliage and flowers, demanding 
perhaps to bo planted in between 
two rocks where their roots may 
search for moisture and nourish- 
ment deep in the fissure. Such 
dwarf novelties as. rnmondias 
and encrusted saxlfragas are lost 
fin a perennial border. 






Kind of Rock to Use 

*. 

Weathered and waterworn 
limestone is the most satisfac- 
tory material for construction 
purposes. This grey mountain 
limestone with coarse strata, 

beautifully weathered Into quaint 

and delightful pockets, ledges 
and fissures by . the action of 

storms nnd water over a great 
period of years, is ideal. By the 
use of this kind of stone, the 

rock garden assumes the old and 

weathered appearance which is 
half the charm. 

In the event of 00 limestone, 
such as the above being procur- 
able, pleasing effects are made 
by Using boulders and weather- 
beaten stone, laid at random to 
hold a very steep bank about a 
house or other artificial object. 
The spaces may then be filled 
with good soil and vock-luving 
plants induced to prow. Only 
the . weathered faces should be 
left above ground, unless the 
rock has just been broken. 
Avoid granite* hardy field stone 
nnd rocks carrying sparkling 
crystals; rather choose rocks 
with an aged appearance and an 
porous surface, which will 
. If the rock is 
top. it Will serve 
the purpose better than round 
boulders.

PICK-UP AND 
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Position and Arrangement 

The requirements as to position 
of the rock garden are not hard 
to meet. A very gentle slope, 
bank or Incline afford* a charm- 
ing site where many fascinating 
Utile plants con he grown to 
perfection, or let m suppose that 
we have a rocky bank which 
may even he a sort of retaining 
wnll; perhaps a small brook 
whoso banks we would like to 
plant, this is an ideal location. 
Again, suitable gardens cannot 
be made on hot, dry and tmnny 
slopes or inclines with success, 
yet In such a location many of the 
rock plants thrive to the best ad- 
vantage. Planting material such 
as dinnthus, thyms and sedums, 
covered with finely cut flower:*, 
does exceptionally well in a hot. 
dry position. 

Hock plants are mostly sun- 
loving and are easily grown if 
not disturbed about the roots by 
cultivation. The most satisfac- 
tory exposure would be n south* 
era one, but when properly 
built the rock garden may have 
pockets and tissues with expos-
